LOCAL MEN WILL 


ATTEND C-C MEET 
Racing Car Kills Spectator 


Committee Awaits “Zero 
Hour,” But Broad­ 
casts Final 
Appeal. 


With plans for the local observance 
of Defense Day, 
Friday, 
complete, 
members of the citizens-dnilitary com­ 
mittee rested on their oars today, at 
the same time broadcasting the appeal 
that every man, woman and child in 
Adams county get behind the move­ 
ment with the idea of making it a 


success. 
Defense Day, authorized by an act 
of Congress in 1920, given the sup­ 
port of the late President Harding and 
President Coolidge, has been the sub­ 
ject of attacks from various sources, 
mostly from 
those 
persons 
and 
agencies who misunderstand the idea 
and purpose of the day. 
An example of how misunderstood 
the purpose of the day is, it was 
learned Wednesday afternoon that a 
young reserve officer in Adams county 
had told members of his family that 
if He did not enroll for the day and 
c one to Gettysburg to participate in 
the local observance of the occasion 
here h** would lose his rank. 
Misunderstanding 
This story taken to members of the 
citizens-military committee was label­ 
led as a gross misunderstanding. Mem­ 
bers of the ctmimittee reiterated that 
no member of any reserve army or­ 
ganization in the United 
States is 
obligated to volunteer his services for 
the day. 
^fiAll enlistments for the 
day are voluntary; no one will be rais­ 
ed or lowered in rank because of par. 
ticipation or failure to join in the ob­ 
servance,” one member of the joint 
committee said this morning. 
That Uncle Sam has a right to know 
what 
his 
man-power 
is 
and 
that this method of learning what the 
man-strength of the nation is possibly 
the best, if not the only, way are argu­ 
ments being presented by proponents 
of the cause to offset false impres­ 
sions that may have gained currency. 
Adams county's observance of De­ 
fense Day will center in Gettysburg. 
because this town is logically situat­ 
ed ami within easy access of all other 
towns and communities in the county. 
Actual observance of the day will 
start early in the afternoon, but per­ 
sons desiring to enroll for the one- 
day’s sen ’ice may do so by applying 
at the booths at the court house and 
in Center Square, which will be open 
through the day. 
Seek Good Record 
At the end of the enrollment, the 
nuumber of persons taking part in 
the “mobilization” will be telegraphed 
to Washington, D. C., there to be com­ 
piled with the hundreds of thousands 
of other names from thousands of 
communities throughout the country. 
The joint committee is hoping that 
Adams county’s enrollment will be as 
large aa possible so as to be com­ 
parable with counties having equal 
or greater population.

Adams county has come into it* 
place in the historical sun of Pennsyl­ 
vania’s early development, as the re­ 
sult of careful and 
painstaking in­ 
vestigations by Albert Cook Myers, 
historian and secretary to the Penn­ 
sylvania Historical Commission, as­ 
sisted by John D. Keith, Esq., of Get­ 
tysburg, and others. 
As a result of a long and patient 
search of records, it has been proven 
beyond the peradventure of doubt that 
the first white settler who made a

FIRPO WAS K. O.’ED

New York, Sept. ll.—Luis Angel 
Firpo has felt the humiliating sting 
of the knockout blow but twice in his 
meteoric career. 
In his first light as 
an am ateur he was stretched hori­ 
zontal down in his native Buenos 
Aires by a gentleman amateur, Angel 
Rodrigues, now retired from active 
ring competition. 
That was in 1917. 
In 1923 in the most 
hectic 
ring 
struggle 
in modern history, Firpo 
was stretched for the fatal ten once 
again, this time the damaging right 
of Jack Dempsey being the propelling 
power which lowered tho Argentine’s 
center of gravity. 
But prior to his defeat bv Demp­ 
sey, 
Firpo 
was 
a raging hull in a 
china shop of alleged heavy-weights. 
Following his defeat in 1917, the big 
Argentine 
started a 
string of vic­ 
tories, first as an amateur and later 
as a professional, in various parts of 
South America.
